The group 
welcomed Quincy Vale, 
Founder and CEO of 
PowerHouse Enterprises, a 
builder of environmentally 
friendly modular homes. 

“The Green Team's vision is 
that through reducing, reusing, 
and recycling waste, as well as 
the adoption of renewable ener- 
gies, we will not only increase 
revenues and reduce operating 
costs for our town, but also 
help the environment, and 
improve the well being of our 
citizens," said Woltag. 

At that meeting, a presenta- 
tion by RecycleBank’s New 
England Region Sales 
Representative Anthony Casali 
provided a potential way to 
encourage residents to recycle. 

In RecycleBank’s program, 


residents recycle and place the 
materials in a cart that is 
equipped with a Radio 
Frequency Identification 
(RFID) chip that connects to 
the homeowner's account iden- 
tification code. Each week 
when recycling is collected the 
carts with RFIDs are scanned 
and weighed right at the curb. 
The system records the weight, 
converts it to points, and cred- 
its that amount directly to the 
homeowner’s account. A recy- 
cling homeowner- can be 
rewarded with up to $35 per 
month in credits they can then 
redeem for discounts and 
rewards at hundreds of partici- 
pating businesses. 
RecycleBank is one of many 
‘green’ programs The Green 
Team plans to investigate. 
Kent mentioned an initiative by 
Reading Light (International 
Council for Local 
Environmental —‘Initiatives) 
that awards grants of $2,000 for 
communities to study their own 
carbon footprint by providing 
the software, support and

I am writing to express my 
gratitude to the members of our 
community and our neighbors 
whose ways of care, comfort 
and concern are admired and 
deeply valued. 

Thank you to the police 
departments, particularly the 
Wilmington Police Dept. and to 
the officer who loaded my son’s 
disabled bike into the trunk of 
his cruiser and gave my son a 
ride home last week. Thank 
you to the Winchester Police 
and Middlesex Sheriff's offi- 
cers, who once again have 
stepped up to the plate to take 
care of my family and spend 
time with us through the most 
difficult of circumstances with 
the sudden passing of my 
cousin. My cousin collapsed 
and died Monday morning and 
official cause of death is yet to 
be determined. Nine months 
ago, he was the victim of a 
home invasion where he was 
shot in the chest and survived 
that initial attack. His older 
brother «was not as fortunate 
and died from a gunshot wound 
to the head. Because Bryan 
survived, he was able to pro 
vide law enforcement with the 
identity of the perpetrator who 
killed Christopher and they 
caught the man the very same 
day, keeping a dangerous vio- 
lent criminal off the streets of 
Massachusetts. The murder 
trial is scheduled to begin in 
September 2008. Thank God for 
grand jury testimony, as Bryan 
is no longer able to talk to us 
and he was the sole witness to 
this unspeakable crime that 
has now become more of a 
compounded tragedy beyond 


belief. We are shattered and 
devastated, but we are strong 
through our love, faith and 
determination. 

Thank you so very much to 
the folks at Rocco's Restaurant. 
When I called and said that I 
needed to order large function 
platters of food to bring to my 
grieving family, they never hes- 
itated to make sure that I was 
taken care of, no questions 
asked. An order my size would 
usually take a restaurant hours 
to prepare.

The staff was 
able to coordinate this request 
within the time frame I needed, 
fresh, hot and ready to serve. 
Many people were visiting at 
my aunt and uncle’s home 
when the food arrived and all 
commented on how wonderful 
and delicious everything was. 
When I told them where I had 
ordered from, they all said that 
they loved Rocco's, too. So I 
think I can speak for all of us 
family and friends of Bryan in 
extending a big note of appreci- 
ation to those who work at 
Rocco's Restaurant. 

1 am so thankful for such acts 
of kindness; it's not just a job to 
those who would be there for 
us, no matter who we are and 
willing to go out of their way to 
be helpful. Those little consid- 
erations are everything and 
they go a long way.

Time to Rethink and Shrink ‘ 


For the earth that breeds the trees breeds cities too, and symphonies. 
(John H. Wheelock) 


As much as I love all the big 
deal places and events, like the 
Italian festivals in the North 
End, August Moon in 
Chinatown, walking down 
Newbury Street or Charles 
Street, or poking around 
Quincy Market and Faneuil 
Hall, I have my little hideaways 
that I savor more. Don’t you 
just love the small and hidden, 
those esoteric places that feel 
so not-mainstream, so smug 
and secretive, as if belonging to 
a secluded inner circle. 

Not long ago a friend of mine 
that I hadn’t seen in many 
years e-mailed me to say he 
would be in Boston on business 
and had one free day, could we 
meet. From his hotel I gave 
him simple “walking direc- 
tions” to the Boston Common 
where we met up. After the ini- 
tial hugs and greetings and 
excitement, from there I took 
him to a neighborhood café on 
the outskirts of the South End. 
Right in the middle of our non- 
stop conversation and catching 
up, he stopped, looked around 
and said, “Wait, how do you 
know about this place?” That's 
what I love, when an otherwise 
typical social setting turns into 
a rendezvous of sorts just 
because of “where you are.” 
Two friends can sit and talk 
and reminisce anywhere, but 
the right atmosphere can make 
those moments memorable. 

The smallest and least known 
neighborhood in the city of 
Boston has to be Bay Village. 
Looking back I can't recall ever 
knowing anyone who lived 
there or went there or was 


familiar with the area. The 
reason, I think, is mostly 
because Bay Village was not a 
family-oriented kind of place. 
Infamous may be too strong a 
word so let's say Bay Village 
has a “colorful” past. During 
WWII when no one was openly 
gay, clubs in Bay Village had 
female impersonators and wait- 
ers with coifed hair and make- 
up. The notorious Punch Bowl 
Nightclub attracted a wild and 
rowdy gay crowd - raids by the 
“vice squad” were common. 
During prohibition there were 
many speakeasies. And then 
there’s Jacques Cabaret. Since 
1938, initially popular with 
actors and producers from the 
nearby Theatre District, 
Jacque’s is still going strong in 
spite of controversy and com- 
plaints. Over the years, at 
times, the club has earned itself 
a scandalous reputation. In 
1942 the Coconut Grove 
Nightclub, which burned to the 
ground killing close to 500 peo- 
ple, was located in Bay Village. 
A sidewalk plaque at the site 
reminds us of the tragedy. 

But that was then. To tell you 
the truth I really think Bay 
Village's past has added a cer- 
tain folklore and a kind of mys- 
tique to this small, tight-knit, 
alluring neighborhood. 

Consisting of only six square 
blocks and about 700 resi- 
dences, Bay Village is incon- 
spicuous. Similar to Beacon 
Hill but without the pretense or 
scale, Bay Village seems like 
an historical compound that 
was “inserted” right in the mid- 
dle of bustling Boston. 


Last week as I was walking 
down Church Street into the 
heart of Bay Village, my eyes 
were pulled up toward a lush 
and colorful rooftop garden. 
Bright bushy purple flowers 
filled the planters that lined the 
railing - small ornamental 
bushes and several dwarf trees 
added to the contrast against 
brick and wrought iron. Tiny 
white “Christmas” lights freck- 
led the space. All the streets 
are narrow and shady with gas 
lamps, brick sidewalks and cob- 
blestone alleys. Although there 
are some grand homes from 
the Federalist and Greek 
Revivalist period, most of the 
residences are row houses with 
window boxes and attractive, 
inviting front doors, no more 
than three stories high. The 
neighborhood is quiet and 
uncongested, almost eerily out 
of sync with the rest of the city. 
At one crossing, a mini-patch of 
land, neatly fenced, has been 
transformed into a shadowy, 
cool and tranquil meditation 
place, with an unlocked gate, 
two short benches and a mod- 
est lion's head waterfall 

My very favorite “small” 
restaurant (maybe the smallest 
restaurant on earth) is right in 
the center of Bay Village - only 
five seats, floor-to-ceiling win- 
dows on all sides, touching the 
sidewalk, fresh home cooked 
food. This is a good place to 
take a break masquerading as 
a regular, that is, if you can get 
a seat. 

If you walk out to Tremont 
Street, and then loop around 
toward Park Square, around the

corner is a small sunken sane- 
tuary-type neighborhood park 
that jumps out at you. No big- 
ger than a three-car garage, 
tapered down at one end, this 
oasis of peace and prettiness 
perfectly complements the 
community, The entire perime- 
ter is planted with tall perenni- 
als - raised beds of pink phlox, 
yellow and orange day lilies, 
blue hydrangeas, huge hibiscus, 
white daisies and rose echi- 
nacea. A royal blue tin bird- 
house swings from a low tree 
branch, a birdbath is filled by a 
waterfall. A two-seater bench 
has inlayed tile drawings on 
top, the ground is covered with 
red brick. 

Every time I’m in Bay Village 
I think I want to live there. 
Talk about location, location, 
location. It’s adjacent to the 
Theatre District, next to the 
South End, within walking dis- 
tance to Chinatown and the 
North End - everything you 
need is outside your door, no 
car necessary. Yet the streets 
of Bay Village feel private, 
almost undiscovered, unlike the 
other more well-known neigh: 
borhoods. 

Think about it, living in the 
city is so much healthier. You 
walk everywhere, use stairs, 
support local business - it's 
alive, exhilarating and diverse 
No lawns to mow, 110 snow to 
blow, no gardens to weed, A 
window box could meet my 
need.

Not long ago, I woke up in the 
middle of the night. Thunder 
was shaking the house and the 
lightning flashes were illumi- 
nating our room even with all 
the blinds closed. It's that time 
of year. Some dogs, Rover 
included, don't seem to be con- 
cerned about the noise or flash- 
es but other dogs are, I've 
heard from a number of people 
in the last couple of weeks 
about their dogs reacting to the 
storms. 

This is a time of year that a 
lot of dogs run away or get lost, 
become destructive or even 
hurt themselves as they panic 
in reaction to the storms. Most 
can learn not to react but it 
takes time and patience. Here's 
a process we've used. 

First it's important that 
Rover has a safe place in the 
house. It might be a crate or a 
closet or a bathroom. It’s best 
if the place is in the interior of 
the house and not on an exteri- 
or wall. The darker and quieter 
the safe place the better. You 
can have quiet music playing 
there. Classical music or a CD 
such as "Through a Dog's Ear" 
can help Rover relax. 

It's also important that Rover 
is viewing you as the leader of 
the pack. He needs to take his 
cues from you and if he's not 
doing that when everything is 
calm and relaxed, he's not 
going to when he's excited or 
stressed. If he isn't responsive 
to you, work on your leadership 
skills first. 

Geta good recording of thun- 
der. I've used "Suburban 
Thunder” which I bought from 
http://www.f7sound.com/ I've 
also been told that it's avail- 
able to download from iTunes. 
It was recorded in Tampa, the 
thunderstorm capital of the 
world and it is amazing how 
realistic it is. They also have a 
recording of fireworks. 
Typically if a dog has thunder 
phobia -he'll also react to fire- 
works. 


Start the process when things 
are calm and quiet. Teach

treats or a favorite toy in the 
safe place for him. When he 
goes in there, don't interact too 
much with him. You can give 
him a calm, quiet "Good boy" 
when he goes in there but the 
idea is to get him used to going 
in and relaxing by himself. 

Start playing the thunder 
recording at very low volume, 
slowly increasing the volume. 
Watch Rover, as soon as you 
see him start to react, lead him 
to the safe place and tell him to 
stay. Again, don't interact witli 
him too much, get him settled 
down and then just stay near 
by. Don't talk to him and DO 
NOT try to comfort him. 

Comforting, which is our nat- 
ural tendency, will make things 
worse. Rover won't understand 
the words; he only knows the 
tone of voice. "Don't worry 
Rover its OK" is the same thing 
as "Good Boy your right to be 
worried". Just stay near by, 
ignore him, and go about your 
business. If he's still nervous 
and won't settle down give him 
a quiet correction to let him 
know he's being silly. Don't 
escalate the correction as that 
can increase his distress. If you 
can't get him to settle down you 
may need to lower the volume 
or work more without playing 
the recording at all. You may 
also need to reevaluate your 
relationship with Rover. Is he 
really looking to you for guid- 
ance and listening to your 
instructions? 

Once you are able to get him 
to settle down in the safe place, 
work on increasing the volume 
of the recording. Each time he 
starts to react, lead him to the 
safe place and get him to settle 
down. This needs to be done 
over and over until he goes to 
the safe place without you 
directing him and you can play 
the recording at full volume. 

This process can sometimes 
be fairly quick, a matter of 
days, or it may take much 
longer. Again, only give him 
praise when he's calm and 
relaxed. If he's nervous you 
can try a quiet correction, but 
its best not to acknowledge him 
until he settles down. 

Once he is going to the safe 
place on his own and remain- 


ing calm with the volume all 
the way up, then you need to 
work on separating from him 
or not going near there. Work 
up to going outside. He will be 
home, by himself, when the 
thunderstorms come. So you 
need to replicate as much as 
possible the actual situation. 
The best time to work on this 
isbefore the storm season 
begins so you have more con- 
trol of the storms via the 
recording. If you start the 
process now, you are likely to 
as the storms 
you are not 
home, but it's still worth work- 
ing on. The only time you can 
teach Rover is when you are 
there. There is no magic wand 
for changing the way Rover 
feels when the storms happen. 
Patience, consistency, remain- 
ing calm and taking the time to 
teach him is the best solution. 
Most dogs can learn to not 
react to the storms, but Rover 
will only take his directions 
from you if he views you as his 
Jeader. This is-where you need 
to start the process. 
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If your Rover reacts to thun 
der, he is liable to also react to 
the fireworks during Fourth of 
July--eelebrations: Keep~ him 
inside. You can try distracting 
him with a favorite toy or game 
or inside activity, suc! pet 
ting or brushing, if he enjoys 
those activities. Another 
option, if he does respond to 
your direction, is to take him 
outside on leash to watch 
Correct him for starting to get 
worked up and let him know 
he's being silly. It's important 
that you remain calm and in 
control. 

If you need help, contact us, 
We've guided numerous people 
and dogs through the process, 
Don't let Rover's thunderstorm 
phobia continue. It typically 
won't get better on its own. 
Help him learn that it's just 
noise and nothing for him to 
worry about. When he learns to 
relax and remain calm, you 
can relax and not worry about 
what he's doing when you're 
not home. We all know the 
results... Happy Dogs, Happy 
Families.

Jeff Corwin discovers T.H.E. FARM in Tewksbury 


Discovery Channel highlights horse therapy in upcoming episode

TEWKSBURY - Parents and 
Children all over the 
Merrimack Valley know what's 
special about the Tewksbury 
Hospital Equestrian (T.H.E.) 
FARM. Now Jeff Corwin fans 
will find out too when the 
Discovery Health Channel airs 
an episode featuring the farm, 
its instructors, and two special 
students. 

Jeff Corwin, a Massachusetts 
native and ‘d-winning 
Animal. Planet host, visited his 
home state to learn about the 
work going on at T.H.E. FARM. 
Two students, Jessica Sutton 
from Westford, and Zachary 
Sobolewski from Medford, will 
be featured in a segment on 
Discovery Health's Continuing 
Medi ucation (CME) pro- 
gram, “Pets and People: The 
Power of the Health 
Connection.” The program will 
premiere on Sunday, July 20 at 
9:00 a.m. In preparation for the 
production, Discovery Health's 
cameras spent two days with 
the students, their families and 
their instructors, Corwin par- 
ticipated in Jessica and Zach's 
therapeutic riding. lessons at 
TILE. FARM in Tewksbury and 
worked with their instructor, 
Ilana Greenberg, 

The segment will focus on the 
profound physical, emotional, 
and psychological effect that 
horses and equine-assisted 
therapy can have on students, 

Greenberg, 31, earned her 
Masters__in Occupational 
Therapy at Tufts University’s 
Boston School of Occupational 
Therapy. Greenberg combined 
a life-long love of horses, she 
began riding at 9 years old, 
with a career in occupational 
therapy after a serious car 
accident put her in a coma for 
ten days and gave her a trau- 
matic brain injury. She had 
brain surgery for her 22nd 
birthday and is left only with 
the loss of vision in one eye. 
That accident, however, crystal- 


lized her career goals. After 
completing her graduate work 
and working in traditional OT 
settings she joined T.H.E 
FARM in 2002 where she helped 
develop the hippotherapy pro- 
gram. 

T.H.E. FARM, Ine. is a non- 
profit organization providing 
therapeutic equestrian _pro- 
grams to the clients of the 
Tewksbury Hospital as well as 
public riding programs and 
special events to individuals of 
all abilities. Located on State 
Hospital grounds along 
Livingston Street, largely dona- 
tions, fundraisers, and fees s 
port the organization, as 
therapies are not covered by 
insurance in Massachusetts. 

Working with the Discovery 
Channel was a special treat for 
Greenberg, who worked with 
Jeff Corwin the most on the day 
the film crews were in 
‘Tewksbury. 

“I was really lucky. He side- 
walked with me [helping the 
riders], and he interviewed me 
while we went on a trail ride 
and walked on a trail. He knows 
about horses in general and he 
asked lots of questions about 
our work,” said Greenberg, 

The first day of filming had 
Corwin and crews interviewing 
the families of Jessica Sutton 
and Zachary Sobolewski at 
their homes, 

Jessica, a petite 17 year old, 
began therapeutic riding at 
T.H.E. FARM three years ago 
after a physical therapist rec- 
ommended it to help with dis- 
abilities acquired from a stroke 
at age 7. Jessica is left with 
weakness in her left lower leg 
and left hand. She began riding 
a therapeutic pony and now 
rides a full size horse named 
Tabano Ben. Her mother, Suzy, 
says the differences she sees in 

ca are remarkable. 

“We have seen tremendous 
improvement in her self 
esteem. It has helped with her 
posture, made her more con-

scious of her walking, her con- 
fidence has improved, and her 
attitude toward her disabilities 
has improved,” said Sutton 
“One of the things that happens 
when someone becomes dis- 
abled is they learn all that they 
cannot do. But this is some- 
thing she can do. With thera- 
peutic horseback riding, the 
horse doesn't care that she is 
disabled. This gives the dis- 
abled person control, to control 
a 1,000-pound animal. And it 
gives her something to look for- 
ward to every week. She gets up 
in the morning, and wants to 
know, ‘am I going to ride 
today?” 

Working with the Discovery 
Channel was a thrill. The film 
crew sat in the back of a pickup 
truck to capture the action at 
THLE. Farm. Jeff Corwin inter- 
viewed Jessica while she was 
riding and asked her about her 
disabilities and what she got 
out of therapeutic riding. 

“It was a pretty amazing 
process to watch,” said Sutton. 
“It's an opportunity you just 
don't miss out. We're all look- 
ing forward to watching it 
Sunday. It’s given her a sense 
of freedom from her disabili- 
ties. For 30 minutes nobody 
judges her, nobody sees her as 
being disabled. The horse is 
very patient, it’s freedom for a 
disabled person, it’s a gift.” 

“It was neat to see how the 
actual production of it all 
went,” said Greenberg, adding 
that the production was most 
interested in how individuals 
benefit from therapeutic riding 
and finding out why horses are 
so compelling froma therapeu- 
tic standpoint. “It was just neat 
to know that we're making a 
difference and that we're edu- 
cating others now.” 

Therapeutic riding and hip- 
potherapy are used for adults 
and children with a wide range 
of health issues, from behavior 
and attention disorders, to 
mental illnesses such as bipolar

might give Wilmington bragging 
rights as the “Home of 
Presidents.”

Serving as President of the 
Woburn Rotary, Jim Major has 
lived in Wilmington for nine 
years. Major serves in the com-

“I wanted to become involved 
in a service organization in 
Woburn and the Rotary Club 
came highly recommended to 
me,” said Major. “So, I went toa 
lunch meeting to see what 
Rotary was all about.”

a $100 million grant that was 
given by the Bill and Melinda 
Gates Foundation to be used 
exclusively to eradicate Polio.

Peterson considered it suspi- 
cious that McCoy was snapping 
pictures of employees’ cars a 
full two weeks before Peterson 
had even filed the request. 

“There must be more to this 
than public safety,” Peterson 
said.

“The next closest liquor 
license holder - ~Lucci's,” 
Peterson said.

Leonard survives cancer, 
gears up for big challenge

The Pan-Massachusetts 
Challenge is a pioneer of the 
athletic fundraising industry 
and today raises more money 
for charity than any other sin- 
gle event in the country.

“Being involved in the PMC 
was something that my entire 
family wanted to do.”

When I 
looked into the crowd (when we 
were out on the field), I could 
see how people were looking at 
us seeing the face of someone 
they lost.” 

For now, Leonard said he is 
just looking forward to the 
PMC ride and training for the 
difficult routes of the course. 
Besides his wife Becca, he will 
be riding with his good friends 
Sue Denis, Dan Murphy, and 
Doug Flavin. 

“The hills going into the lunch 
stop is always the hardest,” 
said Leonard.

Algae - Pool owners think 
of it as a nuisance and lake 
lovers think of it as a harm- 
less part of the ecosystem, 
but it can be downright dead- 
ly in some cases, so water 
lovers and pet owners alike 
are urged to use caution.

These algae blooms are 
most common in the late 
summer and early fall, but 
conditions this year have 
allowed for the growth of 
Microcystis Algae Blooms 
(also known as blue-green 
algae) much earlier in the 
season. Local lakes, ponds 
and rivers have been moni- 
tored by state officials since 
January and in recent weeks, 
these potentially toxic algae 
blooms have been found 
locally. *There’s the potential 
for these conditions to also be 
present in many smaller bod- 
ies of water that have not 
been tested, so people are 
urged to use caution when 
visiting rivers and other 
fresh water bodies. 

According to the DPH, 
microcystis is a type of 
cyanobacteria algae that 
grows naturally on the 
water's surface. When the 
weather warms, there's a 
natural increase in the num- 
ber of organisms and nutri- 
ents present in the water. In 
certain situations, this trig- 
gers a sudden burst of 
growth, known as an algae 
bloom.

Unfortunately, blue-green 
algae produces a toxin that 
can be deadly to humans and 
animals alike. Toxicity can 
result from contact with the 
skin and ingestion of water 
from a lake, pond or stream 
where this algae is present. 
Measures must be taken to 
avoid these potential health 
risks. 

“It is recommended that 
people and their dogs should 
stay away from the algae and 
to rinse off after coming in 
contact with it,” Wakefield 
Health officials advised. 

A check with area veteri- 
nary clinics revealed that 
only a handful of suspected 
algae toxicity cases have 
been reported in the area. 

Vets recommend that pet 
owners use caution when 
allowing their pets to enter 
the water, and always rinse 
the pet immediately after a 
swim. Pets should also not be 
allowed to drink from ponds, 
lakes, rivers, etc. due to not 
only the risk of algae toxici- 
ty, but also due to the poten-

tial for ingesting a water- 
borne micro-organism like 
giardia, which can cause 
serious and chronic problems 
with the digestive tract. 

The effects of lethalalgae 
can very depending on the 
degree of contact, the con- 
centration of the algae toxin, 
microcystin, and the size of 
the human or pet involved. 


A case of minor exposure 
can lead to irritation involv- 
ing the eyes, ear and skin, 
which can break out in sores. 
In more serious cases, the 
toxin affects the nervous and 
circulatory systems, in addi- 
tion to the digestive system, 
so symptoms can range from 
twitching, muscle cramps, 
vomiting and diarrhea, and 
even life-threatening seizures 
and death. In severe cases, 
death results from the severe 
liver damage that can occur 
in cases of algae exposure. 

Physical symptoms can 
arise as soon as fifteen min- 
utes after contact with the 
toxic algae. This is the case 
for humans and pets, alike. 

Local bodies of water will 
remain at risk of developing 
potentially toxic algae 
blooms throughout the sum-

“HANCOCK” 
GRADE: ** 

A movie about a superhero 
who is surly, cynical, disdain- 
ful of his public, has anger 
management issues and is an 
alcoholic - and who would 
later be redeemed and trans- 
formed - would make for an 
interesting, if unusual fea- 
ture. 

"Hancock" starts out as 
that film but doesn’t follow it 
through to the end. 

Will Smith's summer 
blockbuster fails because the 
filmmakers - director Peter 
Berg and screenwriters Vy 
Vincent Ngo and Vince 
Gilligan - lacked confidence 
in their concept. To broaden 
its appeal, they crammed in 
other subplots to make the 
movie more audience-friend- 
ly.

"Hancock's" biggest prob- 
lem is a lack of focus, It suf- 
fers from cinematic ADD, 
jumping from action-adven- 
ture to comedy to drama to 
superhero spoof as if trying 
to be all things for all audi- 
ences. 

The movie runs about 92 
minutes, leaving one wonder- 
ing how many unanswered 
questions would have been 
resolved by what ended up on 
the cutting room floor.

‘WALL-E’, the latest col- 
laboration between Disney 
and Pixar (the folks who 
brought you Toy Story, 
Finding Nemo, and Cars, 
among others) is quite possi- 
bly the best film to be 
released thus far in 2008. 

The film is set hundreds of 
years in the future, with 
Earth now burnt to a near 
crisp and overcome by moun- 
tains of trash piled as high as 
the tallest skyscrapers. 

There, working diligently 
at ground level, is WALL-E, 
an adorable robot with slop- 
ing cameras for eyes and a 
clunky body whose job it is to 
neatly package all the waste 
we humans left behind before 
we fled the planet when it no 
longer could sustain us. 

As for the human race, the 
outlook is grim. We're depict- 
ed as fat, lazy creatures with 
giant bellies and almost zero 
bone mass.

New Hypertension treatment 
‘Takes the pressure off’ 


For the 72 million Americans suffering from hypertension, 
also known as high blood pressure, a new beta blocker is available 
for managing their condition. Bystolic (nebivolol), recently ap- 
proved by the United States Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA), provides doctors with an effective and well-tolerated 
treatment option for lowering high blood pressure. 

High blood pressure is defined as blood pressure greater than 
or equal to 140/90 mmHg and is often referred to as the "silent 
killer" because it has no apparent symptoms.

That's why doc- 
tors work so hard with patients to reduce high blood a to 
acceptable levels." 

Given the asymptomatic nature of high blood pressure, a 
third of Americans who have hypertension are unaware that they 
have the condition, and of those who are diagnosed, 65 percent 
have not reduced their blood pressure to the normal range. 

One reason that some patients have not lowered their blood 
pressure as needed may be the side effects associated with cer- 
tain beta blockers, a class of medication often used to treat high 
blood pressure. For example, some beta blockers, such as atenolol 
and metoprolol, are associated with tiredness and reduced sexual 
activity, which can affect a person's quality of life. If experienc- 
ing these side effects, some patients may stop taking their med- 
ications as directed. 

Bystolic works differently from older beta blockers and has a 
low rate of side effects. Like other beta blockers, it blocks the ef- 
fect of the hormone epinephrine, also known as adrenaline. At 
doses up to and including 10 mg, however, it blocks adrenaline se- 
lectively in the heart.
